1. At your request, attached is a listing of the Agency components which 
would, in accordance with current planning, be affected by the construction of an 
addition to the Printing Services Bullding. 


2. It should be noted that the referenced memorandum indicated that the 
Office of Basic and Geographic Intelligence {OBG]) components in the Mayazine 
Building would move into the Headquarters Building, occupying space vacated by 
the Office of Logistics (OL). Further analygis disclosed that the space vacated by 
OL would not be sufficient to accommodate OBGI. Recognizing this factor, current 
planning contemplates the move of these OSGI elements to the Ames Building. 


3. Construction of the addition to the Printing Services Building, as proposed 
and which includes approximately 16,.J00 square tect of new consolidated storage 
space for OL, will result in an overall Agency increase of approximately 4,873 net 
square fect. The Magazine Suilding would, of course, be vacated and released to the 
General Services Administration. 


4. It must be remembered that thig elaborating data on the proposed expansion 


‘of the Printing Services Building, ia the same sense as was the justification given in 


our FY 1974 program aubmisston, ts absolutely subservient to the organizational dy- 
namice of the Agency, As evidcace of thig statement, we should like to point out that, 
when our original planning vas done ior the Printing Services Building expansion, cer~ 
tain of the. principal constituent elements oi EEE were net known; l.e., 
expansion for the curreat Intelligence Community Staff and the establishment of i cal
